Restaurant discounts and special offers have returned after a 
recent sales cool-down at some of the nation’s hottest chains, 
a trend that threatens to squeeze industry profits at a time 
when food costs are set to rise. 

U.S. consumers ate fewer Big Macs at McDonald’s, skipped

some caffeine runs to Starbucks and passed on the occasional 
burrito at Chipotle Mexican Grill— sending a shiver through 
the investment community that has grown used to those 
chains posting strong growth in the face of the nation’s lack- 
luster economic recovery 

McDonald’s last week vowed to focus more on value af- 
ter reporting flat sales at established restaurants around the 
world in July— its worst showing in more than nine years. 

Starbucks and Chipotle’s industry-leading same-restaurant 
sales growth decelerated last quarter, forcing both chains to 
make adjustments to reinforce their positions. 

The world’s biggest coffee chain recently brought back 
its morning “treat receipts” that give discounts to customers 
who return in the afternoon and is offering coupons for some 
products. 

Chipotle said it would put the brakes on menu price 
hikes, even though its food costs are more 
vulnerable to volatility because of its use of 
organic produce and antibiotic-free meats. 
An early sign of the shift to keep cus- 
tomers coming back came in 
June, when Darden Restaurants 
vowed to step up value-priced 
promotions aimed at boosting 
traffic to its Olive Garden and 
Red Lobster chains. 

The measures show that 
the industry, which gen- 
erally had been trying 
to wean diners off dis- 
counts, is again finding 
itself in a tough spot. 
“It’s not clear which is 
a greater risk to profits — 
slow {comparable sales] or 
discounting,” Sanford C. Bern- 
stein & Co analyst Sara Senatore 
said. 

However, what is clear is the po- 
tential for profit shortfalls driven by 
efforts from industry leaders such as 
McDonald’s, Starbucks, Chipotle and 
Darden to bring in more customers 
with discounts or other deals. 

“When that happens, it puts a world of 
hurt on everyone,” said Bob Goldin, execu- 
tive vice president at food industry consult- 
ing firmTechnomic.

Want to grill your brats without 
burning down the house? Here’s 
some advice from Larry Langford 
of the Chicago Fire Department, 
Albert Zorn of City Wide Fire 
Protection Services and Tim Kerfin 
of Kerfin Inspections. 

» Get a grill mat to stop embers 
or grease from falling onto your 
porch and igniting treated wood. 
They cost about $20 on amazon, 
com. 

» Keep your grill at least 2 feet 
from any wood rails or stairs. 

» Excessive lighter fluid can cause 
flames that can scorch or ignite 
wood above a grill, so keep fluid to 
a minimum. 

» Make sure your smoke detec- 
tors are in proper working order. 

A charcoal fire will cause a lot 
of smoke and can set off detec- 
tors even inside the building as a 
warning. 

» Always keep watch on your 
grill from the time you start it up 
until the embers are completely 
extinguished. 


don’t feel like it’s any more dangerous than hav- 
ing a stove and leaving the gas on. ... You have 
to keep alert.” 

Although there is no official count of porch 
fires caused by barbecue grills, Larry Langford, 
director of media affairs for the Chicago Fire 
Department, said a considerable number of 
fires start that way 

“If a porch really catches fire, we’re going to 
get called,” Langford said. “They’re generally 
pretty smoky, so we get called right away” He 
said that people usually don’t admit to starting 
fires with grills, but “it’s not hard for our people 
to figure out what causes it. The office of fire 
investigation is pretty smart in determining 
what starts a fire. The evidence usually points 
to improper grilling.” 

Despite the potential dangers associated 
with porch grilling, Chicago’s municipal code 
has no laws prohibiting residents from doing 
so. The only measure that comes close to re- 
stricting porch grilling is a law outlawing pro- 
pane gas in buildings that house more than 
20 people. Landlords and condo associations 
are free to establish regulations for tenants. 

Tim Kerfin, owner of Kerfin Inspections, 
regularly inspects properties with grills set up 
on wood porches. He said that of the 1,500 in- 
spections he’ll do in a year, at least 70 percent 
have grills, even where the municipal code for- 
bids them. 

“I’ve seen it all the time in buildings above 
20 occupants,” Kerfin said. “They all do it. Un- 
less it’s like a high rise without decks, in your 
common 12- or 24-flat, I see grilling going on all 
the time. Someone has a grill guaranteed. No 
one thinks anything of it.” 

Albert Zorn of City Wide Fire Protection 
Services installs fire safety equipment such 
as fire extinguishers and emergency lighting 
for businesses and fireproofs rooftops where 
people host barbecues. He said he hears of 
roof- or porch-top decks catching fire from a 
barbecue grill every couple of years, but he said 
he doesn’t believe it’s very common. Still, he 
said, grilling on a wooden deck without safety 
measures is “a bad combination.” Zorn also 
said that propane grills are much easier to ex- 
tinguish than charcoal, since you can shut their 


fuel source completely off. 

Even with safety precautions and different 
types of grills, Kerfin said, grilling on a porch 
can be dangerous. “The bottom line is on a 
wood porch you should not be grilling, but 
people are going to do it anyway that’s a matter 
of fact,” Kerfin said. 

According to Langford, the best way to pre- 
vent a porch fire with a grill (other than getting 
rid of your grill entirely) is to use it responsibly 
For Langford, this means keeping a constant 


watch on a grill in use. “Don’t just put the meat 
on and leave it,” Langford said. “Keep an eye on 
it all the time. 

“It’s not that it’s inherently dangerous, it’s 
just that it’s something you have to watch for. 
Smoking a cigarette on the back porch can be 
just as dangerous, but we don’t regulate that. 
You have to use common sense and use best 
practices whether smoking a cigarette or bar- 
becuing.”

TEXAS GUNMAN KILLS 2 


D COLLEGE STATION, Texas A gunman 
killed two people including a law en- 
forcement officer Monday after opening fire 
from inside a house near Texas A&M Univer- 
sity in College Station, police said. 

Four other people were injured in the inci- 
dent, and police later shot and killed the gun- 
man, they said. 

The dead officer was identified as Brazos 
County Constable Brian Bachmann, said Scott 
McCollum, assistant chief of the police de- 
partment at College Station. 

McCollum said Bachmann was shot in front 
of the house, about two blocks from the uni- 
versity He was pronounced dead at a nearby 


hospital. McCollum did not identify the other 
victim, a male bystander. The gunman has not 
been identified. 

“We had officers respond to a ‘shots fired’ 
call,” McCollum said at a press conference. 
“Once the officers arrived, they began to trade 
fire. The officers defended themselves and 
called in additional officers.” 

Police said they do not know what sparked 
the violence but were confident only one 
shooter was involved. 

The university issued a “code maroon” short- 
ly after noon, warning students and employees 
that an “active shooter” was in the area west of 
campus and asking them to stay away 


GRIM PATTERN? 

The shooting comes amid national jitters 
over gun violence after a man opened fire 
in a crowded Colorado movie theater last 
month, killing 12 people and wounded 58 
others. On Aug. 5 a gunman opened fire at a 
Sikh temple in Wisconsin, killing six people 
before turning his gun on himself. 


“Our hearts and prayers go out to the vic- 
tims and the families,” said Lane Stephenson, 
director of news information services at Texas 
A&M University He said the university was 
unaware if any of the victims were students.

D U.S. Rep. Jesse Jackson Jr. is un- 
dergoing treatment for bipolar II 
depression at Mayo Clinic in Rochester, 
Minn., the facility said Monday 

Mayo Clinic said the diagnosis came 
after extensive evaluation. “Congressman 
Jackson is responding well to the treat- 
ment and regaining his strength,” it said in 
the statement. 

The statement added: 

“Many Americans have bipolar disorder. 
Bipolar II disorder is a treatable condition 
that affects parts of the brain controlling 
emotion, thought and drive and is most 
likely caused by a complex set of genetic 
and environmental factors. Congressman 
Jackson underwent bariatric surgery in 
2004, specifically a duodenal switch. This 
type of surgery is increasingly common in 
the U.S. and can change how the body ab- 
sorbs food, liquids, vitamins, nutrients and 
medications. 

“Congressman Jackson has asked Mayo 
Clinic to distribute this information on his 
behalf. He and his family remain grateful 
for support and prayers offered and re- 
ceived on his behalf.”

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Bloody alternatives

In the realm of bloody marys, vodka reigns. 

But by definition, vodka is a flavorless, 
odorless spirit, and that leaves the average 
bloody mary as little more than a glass of spicy 
tomato juice with a Sunday morning buzz. 

The simple solution for creating a more 
layered beverage is to leave the vodka behind 
and replace it with a more complex spirit. The 
possibilities are wide. One of the most be- 
loved is the bloody maria, which substitutes 
tequila and results in a brighter, zestier bever- 
age with a little welcome funk. 

Downtown Cocktail Room in Las Vegas 
is well known for its Downtown Dill Bloody 
Mary notable mostly for its use of Plym- 
outh gin. Though the drink hasn’t been on 
the menu for about four years, it established 
a deep fan base and remains one of the bar’s 
biggest sellers. 

Because of its neutrality, “vodka is always 
the easiest way around things when it comes 
to making cocktails,” Downtown Cocktail 
Room owner Michael Cornthwaite said. 

“We always look to feature the spirit and 
balance the cocktail rather than hide the 
spirit,” he said. “People always say it’s the best 


bloody mary they’ve ever had.” 

Then there is Char No. 4, a Brooklyn, N. Y. 
restaurant specializing in bourbon, where the 
house bloody mary is made with bourbon. 

Sean Josephs, owner of Char No. 4, knew 
quickly that a bourbon bloody mary would ap- 
pear on his brunch menu, not only because he is 
usually underwhelmed by the vodka version, but 
because bourbon and a bloody is “a natural fit.” 

“Bloody marys have a lot of acid with the 
lemon juice and tomato, and they’re spicy 
with the Tabasco and horseradish,” he said. 
“Bourbon is on the sweeter side, and it helps 
balance the drink. All that acid can use a little 
sweet in the equation.” 

It also adds bits of earth, wood and smoke 
to the glass, creating a much more nuanced 
drink than the standard. 

“Occasionally someone will hesitate,” Jo- 
sephs said. “But people realize {the improve- 
ment} when they taste it. People love it. You 
definitely know you’re not drinking a vodka 
bloody mary” 

Alternate bloody marys are enough of a rar- 
ity that they probably won’t come to a menu 
near you any time soon, but bartenders usu- 
ally are happy to make them upon request.

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Potato chip pairings 

CNN 

Keep your carrot sticks and jugs of juiced kale; Ray Isle, Food & Wine’s executive wine editor 
says give us potato chips. As far as he’s concerned, they’re the ultimate snack food. In general, 
Americans seems to agree, since we eat about 17 pounds per person per year of them, according 
to the USDA. And they actually go well with wine. So in a kind of nod to public service, here are 
Isle’s suggestions for potato chip pairing: 


Plain 

Champagne. Salt and fat both love champagne 
(and vice versa). The wine’s high acidity and the 
prickle of those bubbles are the ideal prepara- 
tion for the next chip, and the next, and the next, 
and so on. If you don’t feel like splurging for the 
real stuff, most American sparkling wines are 
made in the same manner with the same grape 
varieties. One of the best is the NV Roederer 
Estate Brut ($20) from California’s Anderson 
Valley. 

Barbecue 

Barbecue chips get their flavor from a weird 
range of ingredients: honey powder, onion 
powder, garlic powder, hickory smoke powder, 
barley malt powder, tomato powder, the list 
goes on. But one thing that’s common to a lot 
of them is yeast extract, which essentially im- 
parts a savory, umami note-the sort of thing 
that’s ideal with an earthy, spicy pinot noir. The 
2010 Chalone Monterey County Pinot Noir 
($15) is a fine option, full of appealing strawber- 
ry and raspberry notes. 

Sour cream & onion 

Whatever it is that chip companies use to coat 
chips with sour cream-ish dust, you’re still 
going to want a fairly luscious white for this 


species of chip. California chardonnay-why 
not? The 2010 Hess Select Monterey County 
Chardonnay ($11) does a good job of balancing 
its rich tropical fruit notes against a reasonable 
amount of acidity. 

Salt & vinegar 

Tanginess loves tanginess when it comes to 
wine pairing (for instance, a vinaigrette on a 
salad will go best with a tart white like sauvi- 
gnon blanc). True for the chip as well, though 
with this particular flavor I think beer wins out 
over pretty much anything. But if you’re dead 
set on wine, go for a light, crisp, unoaked white 
such as pinot grigio. Alois Lageder’s 2011 Riff 
Pinot Grigio ($11) has more character than most 
affordable versions, with crisp apple fruit and a 
hint of spice. 

Lamb & mint 

An invention of the British, I’m told, and a 
mighty fine sounding one at that. Obviously, 
the answer is exactly what you’d drink with 
lamb-a fine claret (which would be the classic 
British term for Bordeaux). It’s a potato chip, 
though, so don’t go crazy; there’s a lot of af- 
fordable Bordeaux out there that’s very good, 
like the aromatic, beautifully structured 2010 
Moulin d’lssan ($17).

Backstage at a show in Guadalajara, Mexico, in 
March, Foster the People did vocal warm-ups 
and yoga stretches before crafting a set list. 
Then, just before the indie-pop band headed 
out to the stage, they touched one another’s 
shoulders lightly and said, “Bless.” 

“There’s a small moment before every show 
where we bless each other— we’ve done that 
since Day i,” frontman Mark Foster, 28, says 
over the phone. “That’s a superstitious ritual— 
it’s the one thing we can’t go on stage without.” 

Fans are now privy to that ritual thanks to 
a documentary short that chronicles the mo- 
ment and has garnered more than 100,000 
views on YniTube since being posted a little 
over a month ago. 

The film is part of a new series of shorts 
called “Rituals” produced by Ashton Kutch- 
er’s Katalyst Media for its YniTube channel, 
Thrash Lab. The goal of the series is to let 
viewers in on the intimate moments artists 
have before going on stage— the routines and 
idiosyncratic superstitions that fuel the perfor- 
mance the fans will see. 

“Rituals” creator Kashy Khaledi calls the 
films his “love letter to rock journalism for the 
digital era.” 

To date, Katalyst has made six films, rang- 
ing from five to nine minutes, and featuring 
up-close-and-personal footage of legendary 
bassist Mike Watt, Wilco’s Jeff Tweedy and 
Edward Sharpe and the Magnetic Zeros just 
before heading out on stage. Shorts also have 
been made of pop-culture curiosities like the 
controversial street artist Mr. Brainwash and 
comedian Patton Oswalt. 

“From the beginning I tell people, ‘Let’s be 
clear. This is documentary, not reality televi- 
sion,’ ” Khaledi says, sitting with the prolific 
music video and commercial director Ace Nor- 
ton and director Brinton Bryan in Norton’s 


Venice, Calif, living room. 

Norton directed the piece on Mr. Brain- 
wash, and Bryan directed the ones on Foster 
the People and Edward Sharpe. Khaledi, who 
founded the edgy arts and entertainment 
magazine Mean when he was 22, has long 
had a knack for recruiting savvy talent for his 
projects. He has also secured directors Julien 
Nitzberg, Tony Kaye and Christopher Storer 
to work on “Rituals.” 

All are directors whom Khaledi chose for 
their devotion to the art of storytelling. And 
all are fast workers — they have only one day 
with their subjects to gather as much material 
as possible. 

Last year Katalyst became one of nearly 30 
companies to enter into a partnership with 
Tbulube, which invested $100 million to help 
these companies create premium content 
channels for the site. The idea is to launch Tbu- 
Tube into competition with traditional cable 
and sites like Hulu. Since YouTube gained su- 
perstar status on the Web via its user-generat- 
ed content, the move was considered risky and 
was not received too kindly by the site’s com- 
munity However, the channels slowly are pick- 
ing up viewership and Khaledi hopes “Rituals” 
will help attract subscribers to Thrash Lab. 

“Rituals” shorts generally end when the 
band begins playing its first song. It’s an inter- 
esting choice, one that makes the viewer feel 
privileged for having hung out with the band 
backstage. There are dozens of shaky smart- 
phone videos of those live performances, but 
only one showing Foster standing alone in the 
dark at the side of the stage— a look of intense 
concentration on his face as he psychs himself 
up to play 

“ ‘Rituals’ approaches the whole thing from 
the underside,” Foster says. “I think it cap- 
tured a part of this band that hasn’t been put in 
front of the public before.”
